The 
press reported “the ap¬ 
plication for a rate 
change from $7.05 to 
$9.95 was withdrawn.” 
The council member un¬ 
derstood that no charge 
would be made for re¬ 
mote control units in the 
future and no rate in¬ 
crease would occur for 
21 months. 

According to both, the 
verbal agreements, as 
usual, were different 
from the final written 
agreement, signed by At¬ 
torney Martin — to sub¬ 
scribers’ detriment, of 


The press was correct 
in stating that the rate 
increase request was 
withdrawn. However, as 
of March 1, with their 
new “freedom of con¬ 
trol” agreed to by the ci¬ 
ty, Group W will be 
raising our basic rates 
from $7.05 to $8.95. 
Added to that, despite 
the council member’s 
“understanding,” will 
be a $1.50/month charge 
for the remote control 
units, which, once-upon- 
a-time. Group W so gen¬ 
erously “gave” us. 

Group W did agree to 
“credit” each subscriber 
for their 15 months of 
$3.00/month charges on 
the remote control units 
which, according to At¬ 
torney Martin, have been 
illegal all along.

be able to get it in cash. 
They should also receive 
the interest that cash 
could have earned for 
them. 

We were among those 
who elected not to pay 
the illegal charge, de¬ 
spite our twice-monthly 
threats to disconnect us. 
Instead, we deposited 
$3/month in a trust 
account, naming Group 
W as beneficiary. In 
spite of their threats and 
harassment, we survived, 
and when we closed the 
account, after the 
“agreement” was an¬ 
nounced, it had earned 
$1.71 in interest — FOR 
US, not for Group W. 

Subscribers like 
“J.C.,” who paid, under 
unceasing harassment, 
should demand a “res¬ 
titution fee.” The $1.71, 
their money, extorted by 
threat, could have earn¬ 
ed, seems like a fair and 
equitable “fee.” 

Subscribers who turn¬ 
ed in their remote con¬ 
trol units, rather than 
pay the unwarranted 
charge, should also de¬ 
mand “restitution” for 
the total amount of the 
charges over the 15 
months during which 
they were deprived of 
their units (again through 
threat and harassment), 
plus interest — a total of 
$46.71 per subscriber 
over the 15-month per¬ 
iod. 

Even with such “res¬ 
titution,” it seems to me, 
the city and the sub¬ 
scribers are getting a 
very short end of the 
stick, after putting up 
with miserable reception, 
poor service and 15 
months of hassle and har- 
rassment. 

So much for “friendly 
agreements.”

Do film companies 
care about us 
or themselves? 

I have read your re¬ 
cent editorial (1/31/85) 
regarding lack of con¬ 
cern displayed by film 
crews — three cheers for 
taking a stand! 

For a number of years, 
my neighbors and I have 
been subjected to this 
same attitude. We live on 
a residential street fre¬ 
quently affected by film¬ 
ing and have had to put 
up with early (5:30-6:00) 
morning noises caused 
by trucks, equipment, 
crew members, etc. We, 
also are expected to con¬ 
duct our lives around 
their schedules. 

I once complained to 
a police officer about a 
problem and reminded 
him that it was my un¬ 
derstanding from speak¬ 
ing with Mr. J. McRea 
that they are at these lo¬ 
cations not only to main¬ 
tain order but to protect 
residents from film crew 
abuses. His reaction was 
one of real surprise. 

Who issues these film¬ 
ing permits? Why aren’t 
DO’s and DON’Ts con¬ 
ditions spelled out at that 
time? If they are, why do 
our officers allow them 
to be ignored by these 
film crews? Perhaps it’s 
time for all departments 
involved to discuss and 
determine proper restric¬ 
tions, regulations and 
attitudes concerning 
filming and film crews in 
our city. 

During one filming in 
the past, I was talking 
with several crew mem¬ 
bers and was told the 
reason companies “liked” 
to film in Sierra Madre 
was because “we can do 
practically anything wc 
want.” Perhaps, this is 
why businesses on Kers 
ting Court were not ad¬ 
vised of the change in 
schedule. These film 
companies care about 
their own convenience 
only — not yours! Or, 
mine.
